The attire of a Don one hundred 
years ago is described in detail by 
Alfred Robinson in his historic book, 
“Life in California Before the Con- 
quest.” 


The particular Don described by 


Robinson was Don Tomas’ Antonio 
Yorba, proprietor of the Rancho San- 
itago de Santa Ana, which ranch in- 
cluded the Santa Ana of today. 
Robinson visited the ranch house, lo- 
cated at what is now Olive, in 1829. 

“Upon his head,” wrote Robinson, 
“Don Tomas wore a black silk hand- 
kerchief, the four corners of which 
hung down his neck behind. An em- 
broidered shirt, a cravat of white 
jaconet tastefull tied, a blue damask 
vest, short clothes of crimson velvet, 
a bright-green cloth jacket with large 
buttons, and shoes of em- 
broidered deerskin, comprised his 


silver 


dress.” 

In another part of his book refer- 
ring perhaps to California in the 
‘40’s description of the dress of Cali- 
fornians in general: 

“The dress worn by the middling 
class of females is a chemise with 
short embroidered sleeves richly 
trimmed with lace, a muslin petticoat 
flounced with scarlet and secured at 
the waist with a silk band of the 
same color, shoes of velvet or blue 
satin, a cotton rebosco or scarf, pear] 
necklace and earrings, with the hair 
falling in broad plaits down the back. 
Others of the higher class, dress in 
the English style, and instead of the 
reboso substitute a rich and costly 
shawl of silk or satin. There is some- 
thing graceful in the management of 
the reboso that the natives alone can 
impart, and the perfect nonchalance 
with which it is thrown about them 
and worn adds greatly to its beauty 

“Very few of the men have adopted 
our mode of dress, the greater part 
adhering to the ancient costume of 
the past century. Short clothes, and 
jacket trimmed with scarlet, a silk 
sash about the waist, botas of orna- 
mented and embroidered deerskin se- 
cured by colored gartars, embroider- 
ed shoes, the hair long, braided an 
fastened behind with ribbons, a black 
silk handkerchief around the head, 
surmounted by an oval and broad- 
brimmed hat, is the dress universally 
worn by men of California.”
